OUR LIVESTOCK JUDGING METHODS 


By R. G. JOHNSON 
Head, Department of Animal Husbandry, Oreaon State Cofleao 
Domestic animals «re machines for converting plant mate­ 
rial into meat, fibers, and other human needs. Competition 
forces the modern farmer to evaluate efficiency in terms of 
tons or bushels per acre, dairy production in pounds of but­ 
terfat per cow per year, and poultry results in number of 
eggs per year. Thus, since the basic resource is feed and not 
animals, shouldn’t livestock Reducers evaluate breeding 
stock on the basis of meat or of wool their offspring pro­ 
duces per IOO pounds of (bed consumed? 
The show ring standards for judging animals by external 
appearance have given us advancement up to a certain point, 
but breeding for the show ring does not always lead to effi­ 
cient feed utilization. 
A step in the right direction is the increasing use of proved 
sires. Today, through use of artificial insemination, the 
purebred breeder is greatly jissistod in the establishment and 
increase of efficient blood lines. 
Tomorrow’s "yardstick” will not only be bigger yields per 
acre but also more pounds of meat and fiber per ton of feed.

A sm art livestock 
producer sells where the m arket is 
best. There are m any sources of in­ 
form ation to help him decide where 
th at best m arket m ay be. Radio networks and 
nearby stations report daffy on receipts and 
prices a t central and local m arkets. Commission 
houses and their field men are ready to give per­ 
sonal advice on the best tim e and place to sell. 
Newspapers publish detailed descriptions of 
m arket conditions. Various tim ely reports are 
available from the U. S. D. A. and other im par­ 
tial sources on trends and developments in the 
livestock-and-m eat industry. 
In making their bids, livestock buyers also use 
current m arket information. Acceptance of any 
price offered is entirely up to the producer or his 
sales agent. M eat packing plants and their buy­ 
ers are located at so m any widespread points 
th at if a producer is not satisfied with prices 
offered by any one buyer, he has a choice of sev­ 
eral others to wliich he m ay sell his animals. 
Moreover, with 3,500 m eat packing plants 
and 26,000 other concerns and individuals who 
slaughter livestock commercially, there is bound 
to be keen com petitive bidding for your live­ 
stock. Barring m eat rationing 
nriof» foil, 
mgs, livestock prices are governed by w hat the 
packer can get for the m eat and by-products.

SORGHUMS ON INCREASE AS CATTLE FEED

Proof that the new combine-type 
grain sorghums, Midland milo and 
Westland 'milo are the equal of corn 
as cattle feed, which was demon­ 
strated recently at the Fort Hays 
Branch of the Kansas Agricultural 
E x p e rim en t S ta tio n , will in te re st 
feeders who fatten cattle in tile Southwest. 
Yearling steers fed these two new grains for 150 
days gained 2}/% pounds per head daily. This was 
equal to results gained by feeding yearling steers No. 2 
corn over a like period. The steers in each lot graded 
the same (choice), and sold at the same price ($17.00 
per cwt.). All grains were fed at the rate of 13 pounds 
per head daily. Each ration included sweet sorghum 
silage, 37 pounds; cottonseed meal. 1J-6 pounds, and 
finely ground limestone, 1-10 pound. 
^ Three similar feeding trials also proved conclu­ 
sively that the new combine-type grain sorghums 
compare favorably with corn as cattle fattening 
feed—Wheatland milo, Colby milo and Westland 
milo being tested in these trials. 
Increasing use of native feed grains, such as these 
new type grain sorghums, will greatly benefit the 
stability and prosperity of this agricultural rl^ion.
